At all events no armed forces hive 
yet appeared, although, in response to repeated 
requests the ‘Taotai has sent’ four men, wilh-, 
out their lethal bird-guns, some of the men 
being. said to be themselves members of the 
1 Ho-ch’uan, The excitement in Peking is 
intense. .
